Three Conditions , 

There are three main conditioas 
set down in Mr Stewart’s letter which 
so Premier Brownlee said he felt cer- 
tain could be adjusted. All of these 
negotiations are based on the assump 
tion that the federal government will 
eliminate the Spray Lakes area along 
with certain other coal areaS from 
the national parks. ; 

The three conditions named by Mr 
Stewart upon which granting of the 
water power license is contingent are 
as follows: 

1 Retention by the federal govern- 
ment of mineral vights in the remain- 
der of the national parks after the 
certain areas referred to are elimina- 
ted. Under the pending natural re- 
sources transfer agreement the pro- 
vince is to get the mineral rights in 
the national parks. 

2 Mr. Stewart speaking for the 
parks department insists that the 
Spray Lakes should not be used as a 
reservoir only, but that a tunnel for 
diversion of the water should be con- 
structed at once 

3 Mr Stewart lays down the con- 
dition that any water power license 
issued shall be subject to allowing 
such flow of water to continue down 
the Spray river as the minister may 
deem necessary to preserve the scenic 
beauty of the Banff park

How many people know that Spring 
fever is merely the cry of an overfed 
body ? 

During the winter months we need 
a great deal of fuel-food in order to 
supply those heat-ppoducing body en- 
gines of ours We eat heavily of meats 
pancakes, oatmeal and other cereals 
—and we seem to thrive on such 
heavy foods. 

But with the balmy air of Spring 
comes a change. We become languid, 
tired even lazy. We mope around and 
do not know what the matter is 
“Spring-fever announces our wise | 
advisor, and a cry goes out for sul- 
phur and molasses or what you have 

Because we have Spring fever and 
do not feel like eating a great deal 
we are unknowingly working out our 
own salvation. W:th the voluntary re- 
ducing of food; our stomachs find 
their task lessened and before we 
know it, we are able to go about our 
business and welcome summer with 
a smile. 

Spring fever is as unnecessary as 
it is annoying. If we continue to eat 
in March and April, as we have been 
eating in January and Febraury this 
malady willl very likely pay us a visit 

If we begin to reduce our food now 
however, it is just as likely to pass 

y us. The amount of food does not 
necessarily have to be reduced but we 
must devour less calories That means 
that green vegetables, fresh fruits 
and light deserts must take the place 
of some of our meats. breads and 
sweets. 

Do not eliminate that big piece, of 
juicy steak Not by. any means. But 
when you serve it, see that each mem 
ber of the family gets ‘a smaller serv 
ing than usual. Instead of eating 
three pieces of bread, eat one or two 
Allow pancakes, doughnuts, break- 
fast buns and hot cereals to be forgot 
ten more often, and begin to increase 
\the amount of fruit for breakfast. 
Where the orange appeared only once 


luncheon or dinner formeraly ap- 
peared only when company came, see 
that: it also is served daily-—and don't 
serve chicken salad, potato salad or 
anything like that either Fruit salads 
vegetable: mixtures are the thing 

or salads consisting of fruit and green 

Such a diet not only reduces the 
number of food calories, but it also 
reduces the acidity in the body. Meat 
fish, bread, and sugars are acid-pro- 
ducers. Practically all green vegetab- 
les and fresh fruits are alkaline in 
their reaction. Even oranges and 
lemons so often thought of, as acid 
fruits, have a very decided alkaline 
reaction ultimately, and for this very 
reason these fruits should be used in 
abundance. 

As the new Spring greens arrive in 
the market or if you are fortunate, in 
your back yard, see that they are ser 
ed very frequently indeed Dandelion 
greens, beet tops, lettuce, spinach, 
early radishes, baby carrots, new raw 
cabbage and all such green and fresh 
vegetables, shou:d be used over and 
over again while in season. 

And don’t forget the berries. The 
wild and tame strawberry is not only 
delicious, but to most of us it is de- 
cidedly healthful. Some claim they 
get a rash from eating these berries 
but most of us merely get an appetite 
and feeling. of pjéasure. Raspberries, 
not quite so tasty td many, are filled 
with one of the most important vita 
mins and are of g' eat value to growing 
children especially. A dish of orange 
segments and raspberries mixed with 
sugared orange juice makes a health 
ful dessert that should be served as 
often as possibje during the raspberry 
season. 

Follow these simple rules and you 
need not worry a great deal about 
your annual] visit from Spring fever.

A large group of California-bound 
emigrants were encamped near Salt 
Lake City in the late fall of 1849. 
The fate of the Donner party was still 
fresh in the minds of the Utah set- 
tlers who counselled the emigrants 
not to try the northern passes across 
the Sierra. Eventually it was decided 
to attempt a southern entry into 
California over the route of a Mor- 
mon trail. No wagons yet had trav- 
ersed this road but it was believed to 
be passable. 

Accordingly a guide was engaged 
and a train of 107 wagons set out 
out over the southern route

They had heard of a short-cut, that 
would take them across the Sierra in

Utah, 27 wagons 
and something more than 40 emi- 
grants decided to take the  short- 
cut. The balance of the party follow 
ed down the Mormon trail and ar- 
rived safely and expeditiously in 
Southern California. 

The party that deviated frdm the 
better known foute, however, im- 
mediately began to experiente pri- 
vation and hardship. They found 
little water, food for the oxen became 
increasingly scarce as they crossed 
the arid wasteland by Southern Ne- 
vada and soon they were again 
divided but intercepted each other 
from day to day. Finally all entered 
Death Valley down Furnace Creek 
Canyon. 

One camped in the vicinity of the 
present Furnace Creek ranch; the 
other, to which Manly was attached 
seeking a western outlet from the 
valley journeying south and west at 
last brought up what now is known 
as Bennett’s Weil (named after a 
member of this party) When death 
seemed imminent, Manly and another 
bachelor in the party agreed to seek 
aid. The pair started out over the 
Panamint Mountains, passed Searles 
Lake, struck into the Walker train 
near Indian Wells (Owens Valley) 
proceeded southward across” the 
Mojave Desert, traversed Soledad 
Canyon and finally reached Los 
Angeles. Procuring food and animals 
they returned over the same route 
and rescued the party that had re- 
mained behind, and which included 
women and children. Before civiliza- 
tion was reached, however of the 
more than 40 who left the main cara 
van at Mountain Meadows, | thirty- 
four had perished. 

On leaving the region in’ which 
they had spent sa many miserable 
and distressing weeks, Manly turned 
for one last look, murmuring ‘Good 
bye, Death Valley.” Thus it is assert 
ed Death Valley received its name. 


SUNFLOWERS AS A 
SILAGE CROP 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 

The question of a_ suitable silage 
crop is important in districts where 
considerable livestock is kept, par- 
ticularly dairy cattlel. During the 
winter and spring months some kind 
of succulent: feed is essential and 
this is usually provided in the form 
of silage. 

Three kinds of forage crops that 
may be used for silage have been 
tested at the Scott Experimental Sta 
tion—corn, oats and sunflowers. Corn 
has not proven a dependable crop at 
this Station being frequently damag- 
ed by late spring and early fall frosts 
Other limiting factors in the success 


ful production of this ¢rop are the 
short growing seasons d the com- 
paratively cool weather—especially 


the nights. 

Oats produce a silage of good qual 
ity, but in a dry season when silage 
is most needed oats lack the ability 
to produce a high succulent tonnage 


‘While it is generally acknowledged | 


that sunflowers make a heavier de- 
mand on soil moisture than does corn 
and that it is not quite so palatable 
a succulent feed as the latter crop, 
sunflowers have withstood the 
drought better than corn at this Sta 
tion and have always produced a fair 
crop even in the driest years. 
Their growth may be slow

The express 
company secured the Mayor's. signed 
receipts for the money. But for some 
strange reason the Relief Committee 
never recéived a penny of it. “Ghou- 
lish Graft’ the papers dubbed it. 

About this time the worthy Mayor 
felt that the climate of Europe would 
be much better for his constitution 
and booked a costly suite on the cun- 
ard liner ‘Carouna’ stopping at the 
Waldorf in New York on the way, 
where he lived luxuriously.
